Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-19, 21-24, 26, 41-53 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
16, 24 and 40, each when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Specifically, prior art of record fail to clearly teach or suggest the step/means for tracking a 
metric associated with communication of a video stream captured by a video camera of a video 
camera system between a first network and a second network, and generating a billing record at 
least partially based upon the metric associated with communication of the video stream captured 
by the video camera of the video camera system between the first network and the second 
network.
